An extraordinary Acquittal, on a trial for murder: 

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, two gentlemen 
of learning, converfing together on a literary difpute, 
quarrelled, and happening to be in the fields, imme- 
diately engaged {word in hand, when one ftabbed 
the other ; aad concluding, from the vaft effufion of 
blood, that he bad killed bis antagonift, abfconded 
on the initaat. 

Soon after came by a peafant, and obferving a tani 
bleeding un the ground, fetched fome water in the 
corner of his hat, and taking the wounded body up- 
on his knee poured fore down his throat, and alfo 
wafhed his wound, in example of the good Samari- 
tan in the Gofpel ; but finding the object of iis hu- 
manity was now quite dead, he Jaid down the corpfe 
and went on. - But, perceiving his clothes very 
bloody, he thus communed with himfelf, “* If I go 
through the village in this condition I fhall certain- 
ly be fufpected of having committed the murder, there- 
fore I will go home the back way, and change my 
clothes.” This he accordingly did. 

The murder by this time becoming the common 
topic of general converfation, conjecture fixed fufpi- 
cion on our Samaritan, from his wearing his: bett 
clothes on a working day; being efteemed a very 
pains taking honeft man, this cireum(tance, and this 
character, induced a Jultice of the Peace to grant a 
fearch warrant, on the execution of which, the 
bloody clothes of this induftrious man were found in 
his lodgings ; whereupon he was apprehended and 
taken before a magiftrate, to whom he told the above 
{tory ; but was anfwered, that if a tale muft be be- 
lieved becaufe it was plaufible, that then every mur- 
derer, ingenious euough to invent a relation that 
could not be contradicted, would efcape ;—the pri- 
foner therefore was fully committed for trial. 

Upon his arraignment, which was before the- 
Right Hon. Sir Edmund Anderfon, Lord Chief 
Juftice of her Majefty’s Court of Common Pleas, 
the above circumftances were given in evidence, and 
the prifoner once more repeated the above plaufible 
{tory in his defence. ‘ 

The Judge obferved, in fumming up the evidence 
to the Jury, that the circumftances, in his opinion, 
were too {trong to be fatisfactorily accounted for, in 
the manner the prifoner had attempted todo. ‘The 
Jury withdrew, and after much time fpent in alters

atyewith their foreman refpecting theif verdiét, 

teturned into Court, when the foremen beigg 
afkted-the afaal queftions, he informed the Judge he 
was the only Juryman not fatisfied of the prifoner’s 
guilt ; for hey on the contrary, was fo prepoffeffed 
with an opinion of his innocence, that he did not 
think, he fad, anv perfuafion whatever could pofli- 
bly induce him to agree with his brethren. The 
Court told him the verdict would not be taken un- 
lefs they were all unanimous, and advifed the fore- 
man to retire again, and to reconfult with his com- 
panions, whichthe accordingly did, and by force of 
his argument ahd teafon, that it feemed {trange to 
to him, that the plaufibility of the prifoner’s ftory 
should affect the veracity of his defence ; for that as 
his {tory was plaufible fo his defence might be true, 
and he innocent; however his guilt was as doubrful 


vat lea(t as‘ his innocence, and therefore their verdict 


fhould, he contended, be in favour of the prifoner. 
In fhort, after the foreman had kept his companions 
out f9 long, that they.were almoft {tarved, they were 
at’ Faif prevailed on to change their opinion and join 
him in his ; this they did with great reluctance, and 
brought in the prifoner not guilry. 

As foon as the verdict of acquittal was recorded, 
the foreman addrefled himfelf: to the C.urt to this 
effet : 

*© My Lorn, 

** Though I am about to reveal a circumftance 
that will prove fatal to me, yet I feel myfelf happy 
in the refolution, for 1 could not, wretch as I am, 
add perjury and a fecond murder to the firlt. Know 
then, my Lord, and my Fellows, that the prifoner 
at the bar is innocent, and I only-guilty, for I my- 


felf committed the murder for which the other jury- ” 


men were all unanimous to condemn him, and I a- 
lone determined never to agree thereto. May I 
prefume, my Lord, to add fome obfervations on this 
day’s deliverance, for it hath been a day of delive- 
rance to us both ;—to the inmocent prifoner from ail 
fufpicions ; —to the guilty foreman, from the tor- 
ments of a troubled confcience. My reafon, my 
Lord for not difclofing the innocénce of the prifoner 
to my brethren, on our confuliation, was, becaufe I 
thought it would be more fatisfactotry to them to 
ground their verdi@ rather on their own conviction 
than on my evidence, and which, befide, might not 
perhaps have been ftridtly legal. ‘The method I 
took to anfwer my purpofe will alfo have this further 
defirable confequence, in that it will free my compa- 
nions from a delicate fituation they might otherwife 
have perceived themfelves in, on this occafion, viz. 
the neceflity of appearing as witneffes againft me on 
my trial, for the murder in queftion: whereas now 
the Coum may record my confeflien of guilt. : 
** To conclude, can we, my Lord, too mitch ad- 


mire, either the extraordinary means, whereby the 


Almighty hath been pleged to difcover and bring to 
ight this murder; or the particular wifdom of the 
law of England, for one of its reafons for not per- 
mitting the Judges in Courts of Juftice, to dire, 
advife, or obferve on the evidence to the Jary, which 
is, becaufe the Jury may happen, of their own kndw- 
ledge, to be acquainted with circumftances, either of 
the innocence or guilt of the prifoner, unknown to 
Court; or can we, my Lord, too much admire the 
laws holding the unanimity of the Jury neceflary to 
conviction, in all cafes. And, further, does not 
Providence, my Lord, by this day’s difcovery, feem 
to point out, as a rule of unerring juftice, never to 
convict for capital offences, on the mere evidence of 
circumftances only, fince the molt probable may mif- 
lead and deceive, as is too apparent from my own 
moft unhappy ftory: befides, confider my Lord, 
that reparation can never be made te the innocent, 
who fuffers by fuch dangerous means ; whereas pu- 
nifhment may at a future period of time be inflicted 
on. the guilty, by the apneals of relations, notwith- 
ftanding their acquittal in the fir(t initance.”’ 

The Chief Juttice pronoanced her Majefty’s gra- 
cious pardon, for this fingular murderer.

IN your appearances and behaviour upon the 
tage, remenider to make yourfelf a8 remarkable as 
poflible. _In tragedy, in particular, let your arms be 
eternally fwinging round like the fails of a wind mill, 
and your whole action like that ofa feugle-man in a 
phrenfy. Ihave known this to be atignded with 
the happielt effect, and to make ample amends for 
a total abfence of all dignity, fentiment, and pathos. 
In making your exf? from the pases do not forget 
to let off the concluding lines Vth all the rant and 
dittortion in your power. Thefe, you know, are 
called clap-traps ; and, if a thundering noife enfues 
in the houfe, it is of no confequence to you whether 
it proceeds from the pit, or from the twelve-penny 
gallery; the {pectators in the fircet, hearing the 
difturbance within, will conclude that you are a per- 
former of uncommon merit; and the Manager in 
his next bill will not forget to mention the repeated 
burfts of applaufe from the very genteel atidience who 
were witnefles: of your lait performance. Do not 
forget to eat and drink between the acts. The 
thing {s common fenfe, that great exertions demand 
proportionate fupplies ; or, to ufe an aphorifm well 
known in the Brownonian {chool, ** Profufe evacu- 
“* ations require correfpondent repletions.” 

The leaft part of your attention on the ftage ought 
to be given to the bufincfs of the fcene, Any 


‘blockhead may be attentiveto what he is about; aod 





the more dull he may be, thé‘efs riflt there is of his 
minding any thing elfe, But when you enter on the 
ftage, throw your eyes round the pit im fearch of 
fome'of your cronies, with whoni, every three mi- 
nutes, remember to exchange fignificant looks and 
fhrugs. Nay, if you can contrive to nod to thend 
occaffonally, your fortune is made. This laft-men- 
tioned practice, which I reckon an improvement on 
the former, I have obferved lately, with much fatif- 
faStion, to have fptead from Shake/peare Square to 
the Pleafance, where Mifs Girnier, a very elegant 
and accomplifhed young lady, took that public me- 
thod of paying her refpeéts to a gentleman in the pity 
and who, as he had great reafon. feemed to be very 
well fatisfied with fo flattering and confpicuous a 
mark of attention. 

Getting drunk between the 24, or at leaft mauds 
lin, is aot only excufeable, but fometimes abfolures 
ly neceflary. In low comedy, as in my Lord Duke, 
in High Life below Stairs, for pate } Or even up 
Stairs, ia Sir Fobn Brite, or Colonel Bully, in the 
Provok’d Wife, {pecially at the commencement of 
the third act, if you are not either drunk, or can ap- 
pear drunk, you do not. reprefent the chara@er 
drawn by the poet. And as it mult be acknowled- 
ged, that reality is, upon all occafions, preferable to 
appearances, I wasll thedtinaael it to you, upon 
thefe occafions, to be bona fide, and in plain En- 
glith --drunk. 

Do not enter upon your part the moment you ap- 
pear on the ftage, as if you were in a hurry to have 
done with it, bat wait with a becoming refpect, in 
expectation of a clap firft from the houfe. If that 
is {eemingly rather long of coming, lift up your eyes 
to the fecond gallery, no farther, or make a gentle, 
finking, eafy bow. N.B. This td be particularly 
attended to. If nothing will move the houfe, you 
mult e’en play off fome devilith good joke of your 
own, in the courfe of your part, aod which may ei- 
ther be about Lunardi, or Margaret Nichelfen, or 
the Kraken of three miles long, whichever of thefe 
topics may happen to be moft in vogue at the time + 
You may depend upon this ptoducing a good ratle 
among the gods. 

In advertifing your benefit-night, let your bills 
{tained with red or yellow, or fome odd colour, 
confitting of at leaft three fheets of paper palted to- 
gcther. This has a prodigious effect. _ 

I was going to have faid fomething of your reli- 
gion, and in what manner you ought to pay court 
both to the high church party and to the fanatics, 
which laft, by the way, are no great admirers of 
people of your profeffion, .I mult own, howevers 
that.as this fubje@ is of fomiewhat delicate a difcuf- 
fion, it is entitled to a place by itfelf. At prefents 
therefore, I (hall only tell you a ftory, and from 
which your own good fenfe will eafily pick out the 
moral.—lIn the reign of James II. the Court was 
bufy in making converts to the Roman Catholic 
faith, in which they had fome fuccefs. Some of 
the new Papiits pretended to have feen vifions, and 
dreamed dreams ; and, among the refl, a wicked 
fellow, Foe Haines, a player, of whom you may have 
heard, profefled himfelf a convert, declaring, that 
the Virgin Mary had appeared to him.

“Prince, named Mark Bandu Khan, fon to the King 
‘of Oree, whofe kingdom is fituated on the lower fide 
of the Gold Coaft. The above Prince, who is faid 
to have paffed fome years in France,’ and {peaks the 
language, is ‘fo kept in fight by the French, that they 
would hardly permit him to come on fhore yeiterday 
to dine with an Englifh merthant who had invited 
him : during the dinner, the French gentlemen who 
accompanied him took upon them to anfwer feveral 
ueftions which were put to the Prince, no doubt 
‘or fear he fhould not anfwer to their Jiking. It is 
faid that Captain Landolphe, who is well known on 
thre-coatt of Africa, is of opinion that the negro trade 
may be carried on to more advantage upon the coaft 
of Oree than upon that of Juda; and that it may 
fucceed the better, he has found means to gain the 
friendthip of the king of that country, who has con- 
fided the ¢are of his fon to him, and has granted an 

exclufive trade to the French for fix years. , 
Paris, Sept. 3.

The aft advices; which were brought over land 
from India; via Aleppo, and dated at Bombay in 
April Jaft, bring an account, that the Company’s 
fervants there had not been able to procure their an- 
nual inveftments in Gazurat, (confilting of the coarfe 
goods, ‘wanted for the African and Welt-India 
trade) or of pepper on the Malabar coaft. And, 
that in confequence of thefe difappointments, two 
thips, the Duke of Montrofe, and another, had been 
fent to China for téa, which had until that time been 
kept upon the “Malabar coaft, for the {aid ‘inveft- 
ments. 

The followiug’circumftance happened a few days 
fince on the coalt of Saffex; and, as it exhibits a 
fpecies of unaccountable obitinacy on the one hand, 
as’ well as an initance of the moft perfevering huma- 
‘nity on the other, it will, doubtlefs, be acceptable to 
‘our'readers. A veflel in the moft imntinent danger 
of immediate wreck, about a fortnight ago, gave fig- 
nals of the utmoft diftrefs jult off Hattings.

One of the inhabitants 
of the town, however, determined to refcue a fel- 
low-prifoner from this perilous condition, {wam, to 
the veffel, and made many fruitlefs. attempts to climb 
intoit; but the fea being very high, and the veflel 
being toffed about with great violence, he was fre- 
quently thrown back, till he was almoft exhaufted 
with the fatigue, and the injuries he had experienced. 
‘But fo ftrong was the impulfe of his humanity, that 
he continued his endeavours, and, at la{t, effected 
his. purpofe. ‘The boy had retreated to the cabbin, 
where. he feemed to be fitting in the moft tranquil 


cations of his generous benefactor, that the latter 
was obliged to try a method of a more forcible kind, 
and finding arope’s end, he ufed it fo effectually, 
that the boy at laft confented to be dragged on fhore.

load, which was carried off duting the feuttle) was 
preferved, and has been brought to Kirkcudbright, 
and lodged in the King’s ware-houfe. The tobacco 
lodged weighs 7339 Ib.
